Hi again, Scott. 

Hope all is well. I’m reaching out to give you an update on the transportation initiatives we're working on. 

As you'll remember, our initial ask was for a financial contribution to two studies, both exploring the East-West connection 
through the southern part of DTLA. Since that ask, Metro's planning team has ramped up their outreach for the West Santa 
Ana Branch (WSAB) project , and for political, technical, and financial reasons, we've re-evaluated our strategy. We see an 
opportunity to leverage the WSAB project and move the East-West connection concept further along. This will be helpful for 
two specific reasons: 1) as part of the WSAB, the ElR for the project will be covered; and 2) there are some heavy-hitters, 
politically speaking, already behind WSAB, and this concept fits in nicely with their vision and criteria. 

SPBID, Little Tokyo BID, Fashion District, Industrial Core, Arts District BID, Eco-Rapid Transit, and CCA are all supportive of 
WSAB including the East-West concept as another option for the northern alignments. I'm asking you to consider 
submitting a public comment as well. The deadline is Monday April 2 nd . I'm providing template copy below, as 
well as where you can send it.

In response to Metro asking for comments on northern alignment alternatives for the West Santa Ana Branch project, 
Lightstone asks that Metro study an alignment turning west at 7 th and Alameda and traveling southwest to Pico Station. It is 
essential that this line provide access to the major growth centers and destinations of Downtown Los Angeles. Current 
alternative "G" avoids the largest growth center in Downtown Los Angeles (South Park) and fails to connect passengers with 
one of the most visited entertainment centers in the region (Staples Center/LA Live/Convention Center). Data indicates a 
route terminating at Pico Station may have more ridership potential and less construction impact than a route terminating 
further north. Such a route also provides a greater potential to increase funding (through an Enhanced Infrastructure 
Financing District and/or Public Private Partnership) due to there being much more private investment in the pipeline and 
allowed through area zoning along the route to Pico Station. We urge Metro to include an alignment that travels from 7 th and 
Alameda to Pico Station as a final alternative studied in the Draft EIS/EIR for the West Santa Ana Branch Project. Thank you.
